THE .MINISTRY E.MBARUASSED. 

Bad luck still puraues Olad.stoiio and 
the cabinet. In Kgypt the full of Tokar 
ia aggravated hy the oirciiniHtunoed 
wliioli iittfiided it. The g.irrisoii liiiH 
plenty of fooil ami ammunition, knew 
of the early approach of the British 
and heard the firing of their gunboats 
The inferenop is that tht\v prefi-iTod to 
surrender tlieinselvo.s to their fellow 
Moslems ratiier tliiin l>e re.sciiMc hy 
Christian foreifiuerw. The untiripatoil 
expedition is jilaeed in an awksvard 
position. Its immediate withdrawal 
would plunge all Em-ope into war. 
.Tingo critics urge an attack on (Jsnian 
Digma.juat for the sake of HlioNving 
tight, but others olijeot thai, tbia might 
endanger Gordon's pacific niis.sioti. 

THE DISPUTED TKRUITORY JtETWEE.V 
RUSSIA AND INDIA. 

Earl Granville has directed Sir- T2d- 
•ward Thorton, British niiniBter at St. 
Petersburg, to isktlm iKUssiun govern- 
ment for nil explanation, full and ex- 
plicit, of the annexation of tlio iSlerv 
oasis. Minister Tliornton at the .same 
time ia to protest againnt tbia action as 
a breach of assurances* to England by 
Czar Alexander. Besides extending 
an English protectoreto over Beloochis- 
tan the governniont pro))ORea to send a 
military commia.sion to tieart to ascer- 
tain the exact boundaries of Af.aghanis- 
tan and the condition of the border 
line defence. It will be its duty fur- 
ther to learn about the routes between 
Herat, Balkh and other districts of 
northwestern Afshanistan and India. 
The council, after dlacnHsing a plan for 
immediate occupation of Kandahar and 
Herat, have decided to occupy Kanda- 
har- The government has sent Lord 
Bipon, viceroy of India, instructions to 
reinfoi'ce garrison upon the nortliwest- 
ern frontier of hulin, and to send 
troops to Kandaliai'. 

THE OARMOYLIC-FOItTE.SCUK .SCA.VDAL. 

The papers are still full of the Gar- 
moyle-Fortescue scandal. Garinoyle 
has v£20,000 a year in his own right, 
and the general e.xpectation is that he 
will lose hnU of if.

ON THE ANXIOUS SEAT. 



Tho anxiotics of our esleemed'contem- 
pnrary novnr ctiiao. Mnkins every allow- 
iinco forn coiiBciencoof oxtreiuusenaibility, 
tl>o never en(lin<; supply of those anxieties 
coupled with their frequent inconsistency 
unci occasional silliness from ;v newspaper 
point of view,. must leave people to siip- 
poBB that necessity is tho mother of in 
vontion,- No one will be astonished, 
therefore, that the Standard has got a 
anxiety, and tlial this one la far 
worse than any of the others— in fact, 
one that requires a desperate remedy; and 
can only be cured by the inevitable pass- 
age of the Settlement Bill though scars of 
remorse majr. still remain on tho tender 
conscience iiientioned above. The way m 
which our esteemed neighbor's _ anxieties 
vary their direction is a caution.^ Not 
long ago it was upposing tho Settlement 
BiUon tlio plea that it was a give-away 
affair and tliat the province ouglit at least 
to wring a few moro millions out of the 
• Dominion; that the ministry were noth- 
ing but facile tools ni tho hands of the 
wa°ry ^'r Jolin. Now it comes out in an 
article in a four line black letter asking 
"Is the Dominion to pay British Colum- 
bia §250,000 for the Eacjuimrdt Craving 
Dock ?" Why, yes, certainly. But the 
Standard says in that case the province is 
getting away., with the Dominion to tho 
tune of 840,000 and some odd cents. 
'IMiin is cheerful news; but it is too good 
to be true— it must surely bo an inrontiou 
of the loader of tho opposition and that 
popular man, the ox-mi.ssionary. The 
Standard's article bi'istlca with ligurea; 
but it noglocts to state that owing to Mr. 
Boavon's bungling a large sum has been 
lost by the province in the way of interest. 
This item niiikes very short work of the 
auu! (if .^10,(100 which the Standard is so 
exercised about. iUit its harrowing 
anxieties may cease; whonjthis province 
gets §10,000 out of the Dominion for noth- 
ing, that jiMUiial will not piobiilily lie alive 
to chronicle the fact. As a newspaper it 
may well ixcliiim, ' Save inc from juv 
friends!" for if they prompted tho article 
under diRcussiou with a view of eroatiug any 
further trouble concerning tho Settkuient 
l?ill, they were gnilty of an idiotic attempt 
at tn ach'ei y to the intovcsts of tho proviuee, 
th.' stupiili'ty i>f which is unfathomable. 
The only iicissilili' expliination iiviulablr is 
llmt it "was coucrivcd by Mr. J^envi u luul 
I'Xi'iMitrd by thr fX-uiissioiiary and sIrhiUI 
be ivcdrdcd" a.nainst theui Ixitli as the joint 
etl'ort of W(>aU and wicked iuibeciHty. The 
WiMlkness iif the attempt, however, by no 
meuuK ab.solvcs its viciiuisiicss, and tliougb 
after what has <ircuirod there is no longer 
any suspense aliout the Settlement ]5ill, 
yet hi the natural course of bnsinoss it has 
^ eiicouutorod delay in passing fhrougli the 
hous ', and hundreds of busiuosR men and 
capitalists are anxiously awaiting the form- 
al ratitication of the bargain to commence 
various eutcrprises wliirli otherwise would 
be a dead letter. 'i'lio province stimds 
wailing: iind there is yd a i hanci' for thr 
ex-missionary to sa^e the drydnck [loni be- 
ing sold at a [jrice of SlO.OIIO aliovi^ its real 
valuo. Let him gid up a ciuupany of far- 
seeing patriots like himself, i)urehase this 
preoiou.s heritage and Iuivuil,' Ijorrowed 
money to eouipli'to it let him erect a bia/eii 
statue to himself standing astride of tlo' 
onlrnnpo after tho jnanuer of the Colossus 
of llhodes with tho simple inscription, 
"The nmu who saved the drydock from be- 
ing .^nld at S-10,000 above its valuo." 

EXCLUSIVE 'tELEGHAMS. ' 

For the jiast week or ton days the wires 
have kept "up" with but few interriqi- 
tions; and in a short time tho public of 
British Columbia will bo as well served in 
the matter of news as the people of any 
other city on tho Pacific coast. .\ FSrili-sh 
Columbian can boast that lliruugh the eji- 
terpriso of JVic Cuhiiiisl ho is enabled to 
peruse the .same telegrams at the same 
time as readers of larger new.spapera in 
more populous cities in other parts of the 
world, yesterday morning we gave tele- 
grams fn m Suakin dated the evening pre- 
vious — fresh, cn.spand a[)arkliiig from the 
wiirld's news centres! 'I'liis important ad- 
vantage has (jnly been (jhtaincd at con 
siderable pecuniary sacrilico on the part 
of (he proprietor of this journal; but he 
has every reason to be satisfied with the 
rapid increase in business and circulation 
which has taiien place recently. Victorians 
have shown that they appreciate a "live" 
newspaiier and that they sy mpatliize with 
tho oltbrts that are being put forth to 
make this tho news as well as the com- 
mercial centre of the province. 

BAD BRITISH INDIANS. 

If there i.s truth in tho statement of the 
captain and crew of the wrecked ship 
Lizzie Marshall, tliat they were stripped 
of their clothing by the Indians near San 
,Juan harbor e most exemplory punish- 
ment should be meted out to the red- 
skins. Many years ago it was the custom 
of the west coast Indians to murder the 
crcw.<i of vc.Hsolii that happened to be. 
■ wrecked on their ironbound shore. But 
at last the massacre of tho crow of a ves- 
sel was brouglit homo to them. Four of 
the tribe wore tried and convicted, and 
hanged in full view of their frionds and 
relatives. Since then tho west coast In- 
dians have succored and protected sliip- 
wrecked mariners. The .San .luans, how- 
ever, roipiire a lesson of sciuie sort, and 
it is to be hoped they will get it.

20. — 'i"he Triljune's Ot- 
tawa (Can.) s[)ccial says: A ministerial 
crisis is pending. It was thought a few- 
days ago that the French-Canadian suji- 
portei-s of tho government were concili- 
ated, but this'does not appear to bo the 
ease. Forty-two of thorn Inivo signed a 
round robin pledging themselves to 0|j- 
poso tho govornniont unless tho demands 
of their province are acceded to, 'i'he 
demands are as f(jllows: A bonus of 
§12,000 per mile to the Norlli Shore Rail- 
way for 300 miles; a bridge across tho St. 
Lawrence at Quebec, and a railway from 
St. Lin to St. llayumnd, neiu' (,)uol)00, 
making, in all abuut .^10,000,000.

"Wohave had an opportunity of 
seeing copies of the correspondence 
which passed between the Superinten- 
dent of Indians aftiiiraand tho Indiiin.s 
during liis Inst visit to Meltakahtla. 
We know that since tho begining of 
the trouble there many friends of that 
mission have been much surprised and 
grieved at what they have been led to 
supposed was an out outbreak of a 
si)irit of lawlessness and (ii.sorder. 

In common fairncs.s to the Indians 
of that .settlement and to shew that 
instead of being lawlessly incliiied they 
are contending for this maintainance of 
the very principle wliich for so many 
years, has secured prosporty for tboni- 
aelvcii and made their eilbrt.s, soelloct- 
ual in cstabli-sliing and niiuntaining 
peace among the surroinuling tribes 
we feel justified in publishing the 
following correspondence: 

(Copij.) Dr. Powell's letter. 

TO THK TSIMPSKANS INDIANS AT Mi:TI,A- 
KAIITLA. 

li'iUKND.s. — I am glad to meet you 
again though sorry to hear that troubl- 
es still exist amongst you. I wish you 
however to know, that the Government 
desires only your welfare, and I am 
instructed to assist you, as a friend 
and couiiHuUor, and |to int'oriu yiiu of 
the intention and wishes of tho tJovern- 
mciit. 

With a view of settling all matters 
of dispute and providing lands wliich 
should be for the exclusive use of the 
Indians, and upon which no encliroacli- 
inents of those not untitled to reside 
upon Indian lands should be permitted. 
Von are awaro, that a Pu'servo Com 
missioner was appointed to decide upon 
and a pportion .to eacbnationality such 
allolinentB. It was necessary to do this, 
not only to pi-ovide for the actual 
wants of Indians, but t(iai)p]y ]iroperly 
the law wliieli lias beL-n made for the 
governmeui of tliu Indians. Pveserves 
for the Indians, hero, have been com- 
pleted. I am to acquaint you that that 
the law will now be carried out in 
I\Ietlakatlft, andj> oui|i!. .sorv( | regulat.'d 
in accordance \\ ith tlie •act niade lor 
that jiurjiosp. To assist you in iloing 
this, the Quodi has appointed an Ag- 
out ti) reside among you not coniiecteil 
with any religious [larty,- but who.se 
duty i will bo to act with the aid of 
such lounsel as ho may obtJiin, impurti- 
a ly, and for tho general hcnifit of all 
while a majority of I ml i tins m.ay 
choose such ndigious teacbing .as they 
wish. The law, also, protects aiul assists 
tilt! minority in tliis [lartieular. 

I have been informed that ,tlie niaj 
ority here have determined not to allow 
any of those who constitute the min- 
ority to build new lious(>s, or improve 
those which they possess.* 1 am very 
sorrv to hear this, but loivo no] liesi- 
tati«n in stating to you that tlie rightf 
and property of all irrespective of any 
religious question will be protecternnd 
prompt and summary puni.slunont will 
swiftly follow any break of tliiii enact 
ment. The Queen has a good heart, but 
iier arm is strong, and her laws, wliich 
art! made for the welfare of all, will be 
rigourously uplieUl. 

'['here jiinsl be no <loiihl upon th 8 
jn/iitt. I trust, however, that wise coun- 
sels may prevail and a resident agent 
has beeu appointed — Mi: .McKay, 
whom|I now introduce t [you |I r,ist|all 
will join in giving liiin a loyal stip|)ort. 

I hope you will take ml\'aiiLag(: of 
this circumstance, iiiid oi'gani/.e your- 
selves under that gentleman's su])erin- 
tendence, to regulate your temporoal 
afl'airs ard take advantage Tof the as 
slstanco which the government is des- 
irous of afibrding you in the iin|n'ove- 
ment of your Reserve, obiabiisliment 
of School itc. ii:c. 

I speak to you ns a friend, and beg 
you to hear my words in that spirit. 

Come what may, tile law is to be 
crrrieil out — let it be dono with your 
loyal co-oporation, and without tin; 
necessity of lesorting to harsh measii- 
res, the CKhibition of wliich would ev 
entually bring shame ami Jregret to 
those who transgress and oppose peace 
and gcod government.

Sif; and Friend; — Wede.s'iro to thank 
you for your kindness iiv granting our 
re(|uost to litive your written words 
which givt> us clear and full informa- 
tion of the Covorninonts intention, and 
also help us, better to judge and con- 
sider v/hnt you wished us to know. 

Wo now wish to tell you that we 
have taken u|), and con.sidored over 
your letter and we have found in it 
very important matters to which we 
must now reply. 

Ist In regard to Indian property — 
I,ands. Such lands you say have hcan 
provided "for the exclusive use of the 
I niliaiis," 

W'o have weighed those words and 
do not fear to ask you it tlm (iovern- 
menL claim our hmd us their land pro- 
|i(;rty and only allow us the use of itV 

Again you .say — "You are aware 
that .'I Reserve Commissioiinr' was ap- 
pointed to decide upon and apportion 
to each n.'itionalty such allotments." 

The CoininissioiKir did coino here 
and has ]Mit imirks on our land. .Since 
that work was done we are rea.soniiig 
among ourselves why do the Oovorn- 
inent do tliis with our properly, the 
land, our ancestors owned and occupi- 
ed by their, centuries before the 
Government or white men come. 

We own these lands and are still 
occupying them and are using thorn 
more than our forefathers did. 

If tho Government has already 
claimed our lands we ask you again, 
"does the Queen's law allow the pro- 
perty of the iveak and poor to be taken 
by tbo stronger jiarty'l" 

Wp were not told by our forefathers 
that tliey had sold their laud to tbe 



Government and therefore we cannot 
surrender,!^ 

2nd Yoii further say that "it was 
necessary to api'.ortion such allotments 
not only to [irovide for the actual wants 
of Indians but to apply properly tbe 
law- which has been made for the 
Government of the Indian.s." 
• In regard to this point, wo the people 
of Metlakahtla have from tho li rat worked 
hard for ourselves oa a community and 
have porserved many years' in this work 
for our progress aud welfare without the 
regulation of any such Act; a8;that vjbich 
tho government want us now to come un- 
der. 

Wo already understand that act and wo 
fully decline that it should be carried out 
amongst ud. ; 

We have been so long without such re- 
gulation that we cannot agree to go back 
to bo under that law. 

We want to bo free as Iier Majesty's 
subjects beciiudo we have bean under her 
laws for mote than 20 years. 

3rd. You toll us that "tho Quoen has 
appointed an agent to reside among you, 
not connected with any religious party." 

It was on account of religions teaching 
that led us to come to Metlakahtla 21 
years ago and since that timo tho work 
amongst ua has boon controlled by thoao 
who have given thomsolvos wholly to re- 
ligious work. By tho teaching of tho 
Riblo we hiivo learnt to "fear God and 
honor the Queon." But now you soy that 
the person v,lio is appointed to carry out 
this now law will not bo connoctod with 
any religious party in his work. 'I'liero- 
foro we cannot agree with such a law or 
agent. 

4th. You hiiTO boon informed that the 
majority here has determined not to al- 
low any of those wh-3 constitute the min- 
ority to build now houses or impruvo those 
which they passess. 

This information is true. Wo wish you 
to understand that we loft our old homes 
from various tribes and came on this 
land on one principle, to bo Christian 
brethren undivided, and each one solemn- 
ly pledged himself to obey the rules and 
laws of our community. When ever ony 
of our meiubera became diB8atialiod,or re- 
fused to obey these rules and laws he loft 
us. 

The minority you spsak of have broken 
their sidonm vows, trampled upon the 
principle on which wo settled huro, and 
thus are dostri)ying our peace and pros- 
perity as a community. Thoy woro mado 
to do this because of tho agents of their 
(Jhurch Mis.iiunary Society. Some of the 
minority have become fully aware of tho 
mistake and have already left this evil 
work. The others sfiU defy ua beoauao 
they are told they have tho law on their 
side. 

We refuse ttj believe this and thoroforo 
we have reaiated their building. 

We may now tell you that ever since we 
settled hero wo have exorcised tho right 
togrant and withhold theprivilegoof build- 
ing at onr aottlement. 

We have dune thia with the full know- 
ledge and apjiroval of the governiiicut and 
that is why we now refuse to allow tlio mi- 
nority to build. 

ITp to this time we have never been told 
py the governmoiit to atop exercising our 
power over our laud at Metlakahtla, nor 
has any one else ever exercised this au- 
thority over it but ourselves. 

^'ou also say that you have no hesitation 
in stating"tliat the rights and properly of 
all irrespeclivo of any religious question 
will bo protected and prompt and sum- 
mary punishment will swiftly follow any 
breach of this enactment." 

We have long known that tho rights and 
property of all irrospectivo of any religious 
(juestion will bo protected. 

Our land and our village is our pro- 
perty. Why, then, are nut our rights pro- 
tected against the Church Missionary 
Society's bishop who tried, and is yet try- 
ing, to intcrfuro with our land and tho 
rules and laws of our village. 

His work caused our community to 
break. He is tho first person who carried 
a gun to shout any ono at our village and 
we feel sure the (jueen's law was trans- 
grexaad in his action. 

The government seemed not to care 
for his evil work because they never show- 
ed him that he had broken tho (Queen's 
1 a w . 

Rut let it bo known to tho government 
that this evil work is not allowed qii this 
our property by us. Wo expect the gov- 
ernment to look into these mattorsandpro- 
tect us and cmr property "irrespootivu of 
any religious ipiestion," and that punish- 
ment may swittly follow upon thoao who 
have done wrung. 

We know tho "Quoon has a good heart 
and that her arm is strong, and hor 
laws are miulo for tho welfare of all. 

Kver since that was known to us wo 
learnt to honor her for hor good heart. 

No fool sure her strong arm and laws 
for tho liberty of all will protect our pro- 
perty and do only what is just. 

In regard to oijr school to which fco 
must refer, wo did not ask any help or 
grant for tho school at Moclakalitla nof 
for the money that was spent on the 
school house which is on our ground, That 
sum of money which was spent on tho 
'laid building tho governineut is now cal- 
ling to remcmberance and part of the 
aaid building is now claimed for the sake 
of the money granted. 

Now this is a sure proof tliot the gov- 
ernment will also call to romemboranco 
any grtint thoy give - in assisting our 
school. Therefore we will stand aloof from 
all govornilioilt aid concorning our school, 
&c., &o. 

Wo would ratiior b.o independent of 
such grants . 

Wo do not feel indebted to the govorn- 
niont for tho grunt thoy hayo given in as- 
sisting our schools, for we have already 
paid largo sums of money in duties. 

Merchants themselves kn<>W how much 
goods the Indians of this place ulone have 
already [laid duty on. 

We speak of this subject now because 
the goveniinentfirst mentioned what they 
had given. 

This is all what wo have to say at pres- 
ent and beg that you will kindly reply to 
us on paper.

Sept. of Indian Ail'airs; 
Sir ani> Fkih.vd: — We tho native coun- 
cil and people of Metlakahtla have boon 
informed tliat the government lias given 
orders to have the two acres of land known 
as Mission Point surveyed and handed 
ovur to the Church Missionary Society, 
to bo their property. If this is the inton- 
tioii of tho government we make our most 
s(jleinii protest against any such action. 
We claim the whole of Metlakahtla — the 
homo of our forefathors-as land wliich 
cannot by just laws bo taken from us or 
our children, and if the government give 
this piece of laud referred to away without 
our consent we shall regard the act as un- 
just. Wo wish you to understand that 
this piiico of lund was only allowed to be 
used by the agents of the Church Misiiou- 



ary So-:iety while they were doing work 
for our benetit a.'i a community. Why- 
should then the government give tho land 
up to their control — unless they wish to 
assi,9t those who are doing us harm by 
giving them our property. 

Again we say wQ trust, that as our 
friend, yotf wiU>'B|«il?o : it known to the 
government, the will of the^village here is 
strongly against .allowing iiny of pur land 
to be taken out of'our huMs without our 
consent.

Sir: — We the puoplo and Council of 
Metlakathia beg to inform you that we 
understand tho naturo of your work as an 
Indian Agent and have considorod over 
with much attention your words convoy- 
ing to us the wishes of the government 
that wo should come under the Indian 
Act. 

Our decision is that we doclioe i;o come 
under the Act because wo do not think it 
suitable to us. 

Wo can appeal to your knowledge of us 
in years pastas to the progress we have 
made and think you will hardly say that 
the Indian Act was made for Indians with 
our experience. Many things that were 
once suitable sor our use as Indians would 
bo unsuitable now. 

We have boon walking fast and strong 
by tho rules we have traced for twoiity- 
0110 years and are still tracing. 

We conclude that the Indian Act lias 
reached us too late for us to come under. 
It would be like tryinato put a small j>iiir 
of shoes on feet too large for them. It 
would only cramp our feet and prevent na 
from walking as fast as wo did without 
such regulations. 

Wo do not despise tho Indian Act but 
believe it to be for tho bonelit of many 
Indians ;ind wo trust that you will not 
think that becausa we refuie to come un- 
der it we do so to oppose the wishes of the 
governmont or that our hearts are not 
good towards you. 

As wo decline to como under the Indian 
.-Vet wo do not need the i)resunce of au 
Indian .\genl amongst uh.

THE CLOSING SCENE. 

Oir.tWA (Out.), Feb. 22. — A general 
feeling of relief was expreased yesterday 
at the prospect of tho early completion of 
the Canadian Pacific Hailw.iy. In the 
debate, which hud boon fearfully nmiio 
tonoua for two or throe days, Charlton, 
Member of Parliament for North Nor- 
fcdk. Out., bitterly attacked tho Govo'ii- 
inent for its action in lotting tenders to 
build tho road witlumt advertising. The 
amount expended on the legitimate lino 
of tho voad— that is, between Calleiidiir 
and Kainloops-^was somewhat over S'JO, 
000,000, while their receipts had been 
§51,000,000. This' being the state of 
things, lie could imt undtu'stand why the 
railway cori>oratioii was in the iiosilioii nf 
a mendicant. The directors, he s.iid, 
were not above suspicion. TlitMr Htm U 
watering operations were villanous rascal- 
ities, in which thoy h.vl boon aided by 
tho Government. He likened tho con- 
duct of tho Canadian Pacilic Railroad 
and Construction Company to the Credit 
iMobillier scandal ni. tho Union Pacilic, 
11 years ago, for participation in which 
Schuyler Colfax and inaiiy other promi- 
nent public men met with jiolitical aii- 
niliilatioii, "If," he said, "public opinion 
in Canada was as sonsilivo of tho charac- 
ter of public men as it was in the United 
states, (|uito a number of Ministerial 
chairs would not have their present oc- 
cupants. " 

The resignation by lion. Mr, Cestigan 
of his portfolio as Aiini.stor of Inland 
Rovonuo has caused some little stir, as it 
was at first assumed tho split had taken 
place over the Canadian Tacific Railway 
1 uaulutiona. 

The House was in session until 3.10 
o'clock this morning. Mr. lilake's amend- 
ment to the effect that tbo House should 
not be asked to go on with tho Canadian 
Pacific resoluti(ms until further infornia- 
tioii concerning tho com[)atiy should be 
laid before them, was defeated by :\ vole 
of 137 to 02. 

The main motion granting a loan of 
nearly 830,000,000 to tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway was then carried by a vote of 
13(5 to 03.

The following ate the 'Chtof 'Justio^'a 
observations upon the argument of a rule 

niai for a writ of habeas corpus to bring 
up tho body (jf Thy Kitn who was claimed 
by Chin Ah You aa his wife: 

Tho only question for niy dotornii- 
nation is, to whosio ciiatody Ah Lie ia to 
is tu be remanded. Sho is clearly nut de- 
tained by Shub Look against her will. 
Sho is of an ago to o.'cpress a choice. I 
should feel houiul to aend her liack to 
Shub Look's, na long as she chonaea to 
stay, hut for tho allegation of this mar- 
riage. If Chin -Ah You bo her hu-ihand, 
ho has a right to the custody of tho per- 
son of his wife. But I doubt whuthor 
there has been any marriage at all. It is 
not tho ccreiiKiny which coiistitiitod tho 
marriage. INlarriago ia a contract. Con- 
sent ia of the eaaeiico of a contract. .-Viul 
to give coiiaent, it is necessary lliat buih 
parties should fully uiulerstand what the 
contract moans. I doubt very nuu.-h 
whether either party knew, or knows iiov,-, 
what was the meaning of the contract, tho 
form of which was gono through on the 
l lthFeb. I "vas told that marriage is a 
atatu.s. Tho fact i.^, the word "marriage" 
has many signitieations, It may moan 
the ceremony, the contract, or the atatua. 
'I'he spectators of a marriage do not wit- 
ness the contract, or tho status, but tho 
ceremony. When it is said "marriage is 
honorable in all," that refers neither to 
the ceremony, nor the contract, but to tho 
status. The full ceremonies may bo ob- 
sorveil, and yet no contract entered into; 
as when ouo of tlio partius ia iioii com- 
[los, or already married. The casket, the 
form or ceremony, may bo complete, lock 
of, and all, but it may be empty. 

There is no doubt in niy mind 
of the identity of the parties. It is clear 
that the infant .Mi Lie is tho very same 
young female who waa taken from Shub- 
look's on tho evening of tho I4tli Feb., 
and is I he one who waa married by Mr. 
Pollard at his house at 7 p. ni., or tliore- 
abuuts. My main dmibt is this, that 
.•\h Lie did not, [lerhaps, in the least know 
what waa being done- there. Slie says, 
and probably truly, that wlion tlu!y left 
Sbubluok's she thought they were taking 
her to tho police court. A paper was 
produced, and two coiiatables were in 
attundanco. She had refused, sho says, 
Chiiiah You repeatedly. Sho never 
thought ho was going to marry her when 
sho had refused him again that very 
morning. A clundeatiiie marriage, after 
dark, in a private house, safeguarded 
by tho ptdico, is very euspiciou.s . J call 
tho marriage olaiulestinu, for there is not 
the alightoat hint at any notice being 
given, or any ), reparations of any dcscrip- 
tiiui, except thu ateps secretly taken by 
Cliinali You to procure a liceii.se and 
tho aasiataiice of the police. And if 
.SluililiHik had had the least suspicion of 
what was intomleil, it .teeni.s very im- 
probable that she would have left .\h Liu 
entirely alone in the hands of Uliinali 
You's party. The statutory doelaration, 
which is the only "safeguard " for oiisur - 
iiig that a liconso shall only be granted 
in proper cases, declares really notliing. 
It is tho most empty form. 

On tho other liand it would Beeiu 
dillicult to reconcile Ah Lie's ignor 
ance with the Htateiiieiils of Mr. 
i'oUard, viv;. : that lie read over 
the service from tbi! bonk sanctioiu'd 
by the Wesleyaii ComiooLioii (vvliich i.s 
practically and in many parl.i verh.ally 
identical with the Anglican form, will) 
certain onuBsions) and caused not only the 
interpreter but Chin Ah You himself 
(fooling great doubts aa to tho capacity of 
tho interpreter) to explain to her every 
clause, and that she appeared to niider- 
ataiid and consent. I5ut Quia rii.iludit'l / 
Chin .-Ml You guarantee.s Ah Lie, but who 
guarantoos Chin Ah You f 'I'his evidence 
only amounts to this, that Ohin 
Ah You told Mr. Pollard that she 
undoratootl and conaeiited "to soniu- 
thiug which Chin Ah ^'on said to 
her. Chin Ah You may have told her 
••inythiiitr Ah Ymi liimaell seems utterly 
ignorant of the nature and coii30([uonees 
of a uontr.ict of niarriajro. Ho said in 
court that ha is ready now to forego his 
ciaima his claims if the woman is reluct- 
ant. I'nt if his ooateiitioii be correct 
that they both really consented before 
Mr. Pollard alio can not withdraw, now nor 
can ho now release Iter, 

I have luthorto aaid nnlhiiig aa to tho 
absence of the ring at thu alleged celebra- 
tion. No ring waa given or received. The 
Wcaloyan connection formuluary already 
alluded to differs from the .-Viiglicaii in 
this re.spoet , that ia oiu^ place it seema to 
ape.ik of the use of the ring aa optional. 
Whether the option be given to the jiartiea 
or to the iiiiniHter i.H not clear. 
But in fact llio formulary seoiiVa 
also to (lillor from itsolf. For the 
ciuicluding declaration by the minister 
(which if it does not complete 
the marriage celebration, at least declares 
its completion, and aeenia a iiuceaaary part 
of the form) recites the methods, declara- 
tions and tokens by which tho parties 
have signified their oiiloring into the con- 
tract, and is based iii)on them all, appar- 
ently, eipially and jointly: ao that all 
these declarations and tokens seems nec 
esaary. 'I'hey Ipive pliglitod their troth; 
they have claapod hmids; thoy have given 
and received a ring; and all thhi, in the 
preaoncoof tho miniator. Perhaps, in the 
case of physical disability, (;i8 where the 
man had lost both h:nids by a railway ae 
cident; whore either parly ia a mute, 
etc.), there might be an u.xeoption. Other- 
wise the Weaelyan fonnuhiry seemu to 
provide all these forms, and therefore the 
statute of 18C7 requires thu observance 
of thorn all. Suppose tho [lartiua pledged 
their troth (the pronouncing them to be 
man and wife follows nearly the very 
words of tho .'Vnglican nte) but did not 
clapa hands or give and receive a riiigt Or 
gaveaiid received a ring, but did not pledge 
their troth/ Tho ordiiiaiico says (s. '.'>) 
"Every minister nuiy colehrate the core 
mony of marriage according to tho rites 
and uaagea of the denomination to which 
he belongs." And by s. 18: "All mar- 
riages celebrated in any other maiinor 
than those allowed by thia ordinance shall 
bo void." It sooins thorofuro that all rec- 
ognized forms ahould be very strictly ob- 
served. 

However, 1 deairo to have thia matter 
reargued, on the point of the validity of 
the marriage, which liaa rather taken 
tho parties by surprise. U is really a 
•luoslion tor a Ooiu't of Common Law, 
and noto.xcliisively for tho Court forhiatri- 
iiioiiial causes. Ah Lie is not in the pow- 
er of tho Court under any writ of habeas 
corpus, for the (|Ui:stioii ia now whetlier 
any such writ ahall iaaiie. But she is here, 
an infant, and a witiiesa. I direct tlntt 
sho ho allowed to roside with Sliublook, 
unmolested, in the meantime, but I con- 
tinue that part of Mr. Wihion's i-ulo 
againat .Sbublook, directing her not to 
remove the infant out of the j uri.sdicLioii 
of tho Court without leave; which iiielii- 
udes a prtdiibition of any permission or 
faciities on tho part of Shublook for 
such removal.

Wasiilnoton, D. C, Fob. 27. — Do- 
atruve, Russian ftlinister, to-day present- 
ed to the President, a telegram from St.

grot at tho death of Minister Hunt. Tho 
I'reaidoiit replied, expressing his apprecia- 
tion of tho Czar's kind and fooling inos- 
sage, and of his own sorrow at Hunt's 
death, and hia aympathy with ]\lrs. Hunt 
and tho allUctcd family. Tlio Secretary 
of the Navy in view of tho fact that IMin- 
ister Hunt was at one time Secretary of 
the Navy, has issued an oflloial order that 
the Navy Department be draped in mourn- 
ing as a mark of respect. 

EGYPT. 

Caiuo, Fell. 27. — Tho iidvanoo of tho 
English troops oh Teb coimuenced before 
daybreak to d.ay.- Two hundred and fifty 
men left the garrison at Trinkilat and a 
force of three thousand live hunilreil 
advanced to Allack. It was expected that a 
battle would be fought at about 1) in the 
morning. The naval brigade joined Gen. 
Graham with two uiue-poundors. There is a 
general anxiety in Cairo about the result 
of the expedition, aud Ipss confidence felt 
that tho English will be victorious. Tho 
black troops at Suakin have been found to 
be in coninnniieiitioii with Aluiied ISarondi, 
seeond in command under Osman l>igma. 
Admiral Hewitt has forbiddiui them to leave 
the camp-, and stationed the gunboats De- 
coy antl Sphynx ao that their guns can 
command the camp, aud given them orders 
to open tiro if there aro any symptoms of 
mutiny.

— Tho Examiner's 
Los .Vngeles s]iecial says: Early this inoru- 
iii),; the body of J. E. (Wordier, a plaateror, 
wlio cana; lu're from Denver six mouths 
ago was found hanging from a scatlblding 
ill tho roar of a new building on Spring 
atrcut. It is a plain caso of suicide, as ho 
had taken the precaution to pin a piece of 
brown papor to tho lappul of his coat, giv- 
ing hia addi-Oss; and all arraiigomoids ho 
had made indicated A strong dolormina- 
tion to kill hiniaolf. Ho loavoa a wife and 
child in Denver. Among the witnesses 
at tho inquest was a young Italian named 
Antonio Itomaaco about 28 years of age 
who discovered Cordier's body hanging to 
the scaft'olding. He was a sufferer from 
heart disease and tho shock of finding tho 
suicide so affected, him that three hours 
after finding Cordier's body Ilomusco fell 
down dead. Romasco is an entire 
stranger hero. 

EUROPE. 
Pakis, Fob. 27. — The police are con- 
vinced that tho advanced Irish party has 
made Paris its headquarters in Europe for 
the preparation of their dynamite schemes. 
There are three centres of Irish republi- 
can brotherhood. The first section com- 
prises former foniana, James Stophons,
